What is claimed is : 

An abrasion amount self-detection type brush 
characterized in that: 

a conductor electrically insulated from a brush body is 
embedded into the brush body so as to extend toward a slide 
contact face with a commutator or the like in such a manner 
that a top end thereof remains at a position not reaching said 
slide contact face, i.e., remains within a useful limit of length 
of the brush; and 

variation in potential between the brush body and the 
insulated conductor is detected through the commutator, a slip 
ring or the like in conformity with abrasion of the slide contact 
face of the brush. 
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
